Door Don, 

^ou wrote me g/lO/OO saying that you hoped that in the new Congress your 
subcocraittee *»can re-acquaint itself with the FBI's handling of FOIA requests.^ 

I had written you, os I recall, about some of my ascpcriences in litigation that 
t}!sy always foroe and then always etonownll* Sinc^f then I've not written you 
further largely because my nominga are taken up with therapy and because I've 
spent a great amount of time detailing and perfecting the almost total dishonesty 
in a 1970 cose* I have not inconsidorablo exporionoo with ofticiol zaendaciiy in 
my many cases but tho FBI and its counsel, and I moan both, coQnsel on his own 
authority, have come close tO never telling the truth and, as beet a layman no n 
have an opinicn, have orosaed over into perjuxy and its subomatlon. I believe 
they have gone farthur because we are before Judge John Lewla Smith, who is 
virtually an FBI rubber stamp. 

They are also trying to rewrite the Act/ again, this tUno by procuring a 
discovery order, without any attestation to need and without even pretending to 
rebut irtiat I've attested to. I'm in contesqpt and I will be. I've n«irof^ for 
an inteiiocutoiy order so I cm go up on appeal. Fm counsel made a pretext 
phozae call to ny lawyer to threaten to have me thrown in Jail and when we stood 
fast they shifted to another sanction which can rewrite the Act, too, dismissal - 
without the Initial searches attested to, without Justification of any withholdings 
and in the face of an Incredible case record. Actually, the initial searches were 
never made. I*m still in contempt for refusing to pay their counsel fees in 
procuring this order that reverses the burden of proof. And agEdn I will be 
because old and unwell as I am, the Slot meana much and I will defend it aa 
best I can. 

Please understand I am not asking for your help in this litigation. That 
would be wrong for both of us» Because of ny age and health I'd have dismissed 
years ago but the Fill obsiilutely refused. Actually. They want to xalsuoe this 
litigation to get a license for permanent suppression of evidence that can 
be serioualy embarrassing. 

Aa a minor illustraticm of how potentially embarrassing I anclose aa an 
illustration an extra copy I had on my desk, left over from an affidavit, in 
which Dalliti the 00, held that it was not necessaxy to cover leads before 
Qgvffl l d IBfl QYffl fl harffld » the dav of the the Warren C<xQralsaion 

rcoorda disclose that tho group recommended as suspeota by the neai^ police 










departnent, had at that timo uttered three throats against JFK. This does not 
count the ^^iaBd incident the tape of wJdch attracted some attention and of which 
the FBI also knew* 

Of course the PHI is not required to respond to evidence in litigation* But 
all I *70 presented is under oath and 3Ub;$oot to perjury charges if untrue* And who 
is in a better position to prove untruth - if I sore not true* So, all I*ve 
alleged ia unrofutod* 

I write because I believe an airing of how, chapter and verse, the FBL and the 
DepartBkint foroe litigation azid thon giioraateo it will be as costly os possible, 
aXl in oi«n violation of the Act, can be helpiful in preserving the Act as wo now 
know it* 

At the same time, because of their power and willingness to use it, especially 
imporoporly, I recognize that tliis can be dangarous to any who xaay oako the effort, 
particularly one who stands for reelectloiW Sons of tho tilings they*v# done to me 
were pretty dirty* I*ve got the records* 

So, if this presents an^ progleme to yoa, I will be without complaint* I 
worked for a Senate oomroittee when I was young and havw aoua understarAdln^^ of 
sucli probleois* 

Prom this and ny joumalistic exparlonoes, however, I oan aIw? oee a veiy 
solid and sensational hearing* There could be a long ponooession of readings and 
asking witnesses, "did you state that?** then **ls that true?** The falsity is al« 
ready established and ostcbliahing it reciuiros no mode work* 

lilhat would take some tine is merely redding all this material* I enclose a 
sample, (if you ha'm no need for it, I*d ap redate its return.) I also know the 
time pressures and staff llmitaticns* 

been doing in the field offices consolidated' case is addressing the 
dishoneety of the PB(I*a suboissiono as I receive them. I*m not able to revise and 
conde^ drafts so there ia some repetition* There are times, as you will see, than 
I receive another aubniflolon about the tine I Unlah addrssslgR the previous one. 
But l*m omitting nothing* I dddreas all they allegB* 

Hy coplsr has finally qidLt so I do not know at this minute what Pll be able 
to enclose* I will delay mailing until I can get into Prodaiick and make a copy 
of a Hoaty affidavit I*ve not yet sent my lawyer* I think, going back to your 
hearings, that you may have some interest* As you will eee, when the F3L was 
directed to make an all-ref orenoe Hosty search - three years after I filed ny 
requests - the search slip ia ontirBly blank* It has not been replaced after 
almost three more years* 






As a natter of factf almost all the search slips are ^hony and I*ve provod it, 
vlthout oven pretended refutation* Smith is that kind of when the FEE and CIA 

aro involved* 

You vill find tliat I am accurate and do not thooriza, portioulariy not about 
the BBsasalnations* fi I think a reading of the kind of material I filo dlscloaes 
that if X were not accurate I could expect retali.a 14 ou in court* They luive prevailed 
^ mendaoity but I^vo aovor been pororvtin factually Licorroct, in many cases end over 
a period of many years* 

If you have any interest, while it is not easy for me to get to WasliLngton, 
it ie not impoBsible* 1*11 have to hire a cab and it vdll have to be able to park* 

I can walk about a city block boToro having to rest and elevate a leg with little 
^ circulation* After a foil ninutcB I can walk again* And I do have a wheelohalr I 
oan use* the oab would have to be nearby* (As you can see, I have to keep my 

legs up when I tsrpo and typo sideways*) 

Tide also ie nov the kind of situation in which I would truat only you* I 
have all the caso rocorda here and all the FBI records I*ve gotten* % counaol, 
who lives in VTaahington and has his office in Arlington, also has tlie case record* 

If you feel you can do nothing, 1*11 be without complaint* If you can, I*^ 
do all I oan to help* I do believe tliat a meiiiorable lioaring is laoiv than merely 
posoible and that it can bo Important today*
